When we glance back over the 
past of our state and see the long line 
of'Statesmen and warriors, and her 
sons, we are thrilled with pride tliat 
we may call ourselves "Kcntuckians." 
Leader after leader, we fbllow them 
down until finally the chain is broken. 

For many years Kentucky has pro- 
duced very very few famous men. 

Within our memory a tew bright 
links have been forged but they are 
separated from the chain I\v intervals 
of years. At present there seems to 
be a mighty intellectual awakening 
which promised to bring us back to 
our former standing in the federation 

Shall we ever send forth another" 
Lincoln .> Only the process of time 
can tell. 

Kentucky is naturally a leader Her 
first known inhabitants, the mound 
Builders, were farther advanced in 
chrilization than any of the otheF In- 
dian tribes. This people had long 
been extinct even at the time of the 
discovery of America. When the 
hardy Scotch-lrtsh pioneers crossed 
the mountains from Virginia, they 
found our state uninhabited. The 
various Indian tribes had so much 
reverence tor the land that they used 
it only as a fighting and hunting 
ground. It is for this reason that 
Kentucky, the Dark and Bloody 
Ground, received her name. Com 
peiled to fight alike with wild man 
and wild beast, only the strongest of 
our ancestors lived. As m the my- 
thological tight of the race of giants, 
who sprang up to assist Cadmus in 
the founding of Thebes, it was a case 
of the survival of the fittest; only the 
very essence of strength was left. 
. With such an ancestry Kentucky 
b capable of producing national lead 
ers. Mental and physical strength 
most often -^o hand in hand Flow- 
ers will not thrive in poor soil; minds 
will not broaden in poor bodies. 

Our thoroughbred horses are not 
decreasing in value; our women are 
not decreasing in beauty; our men 
should not be decreasing in mental 
capacity. 

Leaders do not arise fully equipped 
for their work They must be sys 
tematically prepared. This is the 
business of our colleges One may 
be born with qualities of a leader, 
but, if these are not trained, they 
will lie dormant, and finally die with 
flie man. Thomas Gray has aptly 
expressed this thought: 
Perhaps in this neglected spot is laid 

Some heart once pregnant with ce- 
lestial fire; 
Hands, that the rod of empire might 

have swayed, 
Or waked to ecstasy the living lyre 

But knowledge to their eyes her 

ample page 
Rich with the spoils^of time did ne'er 

unroll; 

Chill penury r<'pressed their node 
ra e, 

And froze the genial current of the 
soul.

For many years Kentucky has 
ranked very low in tiie matter of ed- 
ucation. Some writers say that there 
are only eight states between her ahd 
the most ignorant of all Uncle Sam's 
children. However this may be, it 
IS certain that such can not long be 
said. The whole land is awakening. 

PossiUy more progress has been 
made in the last ten years than ev(r 
before in the history of the state. 

Kentucky was slowei* than mos't of 
the other states to feel the need of 
impr(jvement, but now that she has 
felt it, her strides are rapidly bring- 
ing her to the front. It is no longer 
fjHd^ necessary for our youth to seek train- 
ing elsewhere With the exception 
of the "a gest universities, we have 
institutions equal to any in the nation. 

Our young men may be educated 
at home, under Kentucky influences! 
and ideals. The value of this can- 1 
not be overestimated. It will keep! 
alive the love of our own state; it | 
will foster the desire for its advance- 1 



ment; and it will promote the feelings 

of confidence in the ability of its peo- 
ple when one is transferred from 
his own state for an education, these 
feeling will either die out entirely or 
be given to the land which gave him 
his mental training. Perhaps there 
are some who may think this is not 
true. If so, I will say that the years 
of a boy's education are tne most 



formative ones of his whole life.
